Future of Parties. 


Mr. Austen Chamberlain spoke 
at the inaugural meeting of the 
Wales and Monmouthshire 
National Unionist Council, held 
in Chelsea House, Londoo. Ire- 
land and the work of the Coali- 
tion were his chief topics. - 

Welcoming their decision to 
unite in a: single representative 
body all Welsh Unionists, be said 
they had fought hard fights under 
discouraging circemstances; but 
he had « profound conviction that 


.in times when so many things are 


changing the position of unionism 
in Wales was also about to be 
changed. 

That much-abused Coalition, 
which did not arise out of the 
free and spontaneous choice of 
anyone, but was imposed on them 
by the impenous -necessities of 
war, had some works of pease to 
its credit as well as victory in the 
great struggle. and among the 
things it did was to settle the 
great Church controversy, an 
issue that arose before everything 
and cut actoss the true political 
issues and prevented them from 
winning recruits. 

FUTURE OF PARTIES. 

“Coalition is, as ifs name im- 
plies, a temporary state of things. 
Whatever may be, in the futore 
—and, as I think, in the near 
future—the decision of the two 
parties represented in the Coali- 
tion, ‘whatever is to be” their 
fature relations. I welcome the 
meetiog of this council, because 
it strengthens an essential part 
of a national party, if a national 
part there arises, and because it 
is even more necessary that we 
shonld be strengthened if we are 
to fight for ourselves ia the future | * 
as we have done in the past.” 
(Cheers). 

Referring to the-Irish peace 
negotiations, Mr. Chamberlain 
said that on none was the respon- 
sibility greater, snd none risked 
more, than the Unionist member 
of the Conference. 
that tha pledges we bad made we 
would ‘keep, and that we would 
do everything consistent with 
those pledges ta bring about the 
end of a feud which has so long 
divided the Irish and British 
races. You are now in a position 
to judge whether we bave kept 
our word. (Cheers,) ‘

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WHAT DID THE POWERS SAY? 

The Chinese Press reports that a Note was sent to the 
Peking Government the other day by the various Ministers 
in the capital urging “it to take steps to disband all. super- 
flous troops. Ltis stated that this step was taken on the 
initiative of the U.S. Minister. A little later it was stated 
that no such Note had been.delivered to the Chinese 
Government: The truth appears to be that no Note was 
sent in the usual diplomatic sense of the term. Prob- 
ably it was felt that this would have wounded native 
susceptibilities, at least among the very vocal hands-off 
party. It seems likely that what occurred was that a 
frieadly hint was conveyed, and surely such a nove proper- 
ly comes within the definition of * friendly.” Reams and 
reams of paper have been consumed in writing of the ills 
of the military reginte in China. so far with very little 
effect.. but perhaps even now the extent to which the 
Tucbuns have recruited troops is uot realised. 

A few months ago the ex-Premier, Chin Yung-peng. 
declared that bis Government had reduced the soldiery by 
300,000. We don’t know whether this js true or not, re- 
cruiting and disbandment in China being different from 
anythiog to which the Western mind is accustomed. If it 
is true that this disbandment was effected, the circumstance 
emphasises the point of the representations which the 
Powers are reported to have made to Peking. because 
when 1622 opened the Chinese soldiery still numbered 
1,360,850. China is not engaged in any foreign war, 
ig not threatened with gpe. and, if she were. it is 
admitted, expressly or tacitly, by the Chinese them- 
selves tbat the troops, or at any rate the bulk of them, 
are unfitted to cope with a modern army.
